2. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 fe tt e ring further comprising the step of 
cutting a portion of the absorbent article before the step of folding.

4. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 wherein the step of activation 
incremental stretching includes the application of applying heat to the absorbent article to 
assist in the ootivating proooss incremental stretching ,

stretching absorb e nt articl e ig aotivat e d to assist in the incremental stretching .

9. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 wherein the step of actlTOtine 
increment al stretching includes efeat&s creating substantially uniform gathers, wfaoroin^ a 
pitch of tho gathers i s det e rmined by a distanc e bot^VQOn a sot of by using teeth tips on an- 
aotivation tooling. 

10. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 wherein the proc e s s for step of bonding 
th e portion of tho ab i sorb e nt artiolo disposablo that was folded to tho absorbent article is 
selected &om the group consisting of gpplioation of including adhesive bonding , 
ultrasonic bonding, compression bonding, thermal bonding, radio frequency bonding, 
infrared bonding and combinations thereof 

1 1 . (Original) The method of claim 1 wherein the absorbent article is disposable. 

12. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 wherein the absorbent article is selected 
from the group consisting of including disposable diapers, sanitary napkins, pantiiiners, 
incontinence briefs, and incontinence undergarments. 

13. (Cun^ntly Amended) The method of claim 1 wherein the step of aotivoting 
incremental stretching is p e rformed along includes incremental stretching a portion of the 
loneitudinal e dg e absorbent article which substantially extends between a pair of side 
panels to form the activated portion . 
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14. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 wherein the step of folding fe- 
porformod along includes folding a portion of die tongitudinai oda& absorbent article 
which substantially extends between a pair of side panels to form the activated porrion . 

15. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 wherein the step of bonding 
p e rformed along includes bonding a portion of the Jongitudmal odgo absorbent article 
which substantially extends between a pair of side panels to form the activated portion .
